He climbed up the ragged cliff, where a 
searching party found him early the 
next morning completely exhausted. A. 
C. L. bmith of Oregon, a passenger, 
surrendered to a woman in the water 
wreckage that was supporting him and 
swam ashore unaided.

We can celebrate the era 
of peace in no more effectual way than 
by a firm resolve on the part of the 
northern men and southern men, blaek 
men and white men, that the trenches 
which we together dug around San­ 
tiago shall be the eternal burial place 
of all that which separates us in our 
business and civil relations. 
Let us be 
as generous in peace as we have been 
brave in battle. 
Until we thus con­ 
quer ourselves, I make no empty state­ 
ment when I say that we shall have, 
esp; cially in the southern part of our 
country, a cancer gnawing at the heart 
of this republic that shall one day 
prove as dangerous as an attack from 
an army from without or within. 
“In this presence and on this aus­ 
picious occasion I want to present the 
deep gratitude of nearly IU,OOO,OOO of 
piy people to our wise, patient and 
brave cnief executive for the generous 
manner in which my race has been 
recognized during this conflict—a recog­ 
nition that has done more to blot out 
sectional and racial lines than any 
event since the dawn of our freedom.” 
The audience rose and cheered to the 
echo, while President McKinley, stand­ 
ing in his box, acknowledged by re­ 
peated bow8 the compliment of the col­ 
ored orator.

W a s h in g t o n , Oct. 17.—A letter has 
been written by the surgeon general of 
the army in reply to one sent to the 
president by Mr. A. E. Orr, vice presi­ 
dent of the Red Cross committee, who 
asked: . “ Why the intervention of the 
Bed Cross relief committee should be 
longer needed, and why the govern­ 
ment. does not see to it that its own sick 
are provided for?” 
The surgeon general said the emer- 1 
gent le s of the war made the assistance 
of tin* relief association most valuable. 
At the outset of tho war the arrange- 
m ents made for providing light diet for 
the sil k which has proved satisfactory 
in time of peace were, inadequate under 
the conditions which prevailed in camps 
of instruction and among troops en­ 
gaged in active operations. For this 
reason the presence of the Bed Cross 
agents, with their abundant supplies of 
delicacies for the sick had been of in­ 
estimable value. 
Hut provision was 
made by a general order, published 
Aug. IO, (G. O. 116) by which surgeons 
in (.marge of hospitals, general, division 
or regimental, are enabled to draw 60 
cents per day for each sick enlisted man 
of the army iii lieu of his regular ration. 
The surgeon general further along 
said: “ You will no doubt agree with 
me that 60 cents a day for the raw ma­ 
terial nom which to prepare a proper 
diet for the sick is a most liberal pro­ 
vision. The experience of medical offi­ 
cers shows that it is not only ample, 
but excessive, and that for sick meu, 
living for the most part upon milk, 
weak soups aud farinaceous food, this 
amount is much in excess of any reason­ 
able requirement. 
“ Under these circumstances I think 
that those patriotic and liberal citizens 
who have contributed so freely of their 
money and time to aid in the care of 
our sick soldiers may now leave the 
m atter in the hands of the government 
without any apprehension as to the re­ 
sult.”

C. L. 8 rn itll of Oregon, a passenger, 
surrendered to a woman in the water 
wreckage that was supporting him and 
swam ashore unaided."

The reports from Cuba of dissatisfac­ 
tion on thd part of the insurgents, of 
their refusal to disarm and disband, of 
rejection of work, of desertion to guer­ 
rillas and of animosity toward Ameri­ 
cans and the American occupation led 
Horatio S. Rubens, the spokesman of 
the junta, to discuss the other day the 
probable course of events in Cuba and 
the situation in general. 
He said: 
"W hat must precede everything else 
is of course the evacuation of the island 
by the Spanish troops and officials. 
When that shall be finally accomplished 
no one can say with any certainty. We 
know how long it took (he Spanish 
Transatlantic Steamship company to re­ 
move to Spain the 20,000 Spanish sol­ 
diers who surrendered at Santiago. To 
get away the 150,000 still remaining in 
various parts of the island will obvious­ 
ly take a much longer time. 
What, 
however, is likely to delay the evacua­ 
tion much more than the physical diffi­ 
culties or than the inevitable Spanish 
inactivity and procrastination is the in­ 
disposition of the Spanish officials, m il­ 
itary and civil, to quit the island. There 
is no question that they w ill hang on 
ae long as possible. 
They continually 
hope for complications to arise which 
may renew their tenure of the island— 
a hope against hope, it is true, but it is 
human, and especially Spanish, to in­ 
dulge in that species of delusion. 
"In addition, it is greatly to the inter­ 
est of the Spanish officials to prolong 
their possession of office and power as 
long as practicable. 
It means putting 
money in their purses—particularly so 
long as they retain control of the cus­ 
tom houses. It is their last whack at 
the spoils of Caba, on which they have 
fattened for centuries, and they are as­ 
suredly going to make the most of it. 
It is to be expected therefore that the 
Spanish evacuation will be a long 
drawn out affair unless accelerated with 
determination by the United States. 
"W ell, after that long longed for 
event has transpired, and Onba at last 
breathes in an atmosphere uncontam­ 
inated by the dominance of the Span 
lard, a complete m ilitary government 
of the United States w ill follow. Possi­ 
bly the Cubans did not from the begin­ 
ning foresee the necessity of such a 
government, but now they perceive—at 
least the leading and representative Cu­ 
bans—that it is an unavoidable course, 
and really in the interest of the island. 
At first it may have seemed to suggest 
an intended departure by the United 
States from the promise solemnly made 
to establish an independent form of gov­ 
ernment iii the island 
and then to 
withdraw its forces. Some alarm may 
have momentarily arisen as the result 
of this seeming, but the second thought 
of the Cubans convinces them that the 
United States has no notion of repudiat­ 
ing its pledges; that this government 
is to bo implicitly trusted, and that a1 
tbongh everything may not be done in 
precisely the way Cubans may have 
conceived as the natural and proper 
way the end of it all w ill be the erec 
tion of a government free and independ­ 
ent, representative, and w ith all the 
elements and promise of stability. 
"T he m ilitary occupation and ad­ 
ministration of the island are therefore 
fully accepted as a foregone conclusion. 
How long ought it to last? Certainly no 
longer than is necessary to establish or­ 
der and the native government 
How 
long that will be it is difficult to pro­ 
nounce. 
Expi easing, 
however, what 
seems to me the most intelligent and 
representative Cuban expectation on the 
subject, I should say that something 
like six months ought to be ample time 
for the performance of everything re- 
quiriqg to be done by the United States. 
A much longer period of occupation 
would assuredly seem to representative 
Cubans needless, although in speaking 
of the future one must allow for the 
bealing of circumstances which may 
arise and are now unforeseen. 
W hat 
really appears to be uncalled for at this 
time is the sending of so large an army 
of occupation as is now contemplated— 
60,000 men. Cubans, although not dis­ 
posed to quarrel about it, are unable to 
understand why a force of that size 
should be employed. 
There is nothing 
in the situation, to their thinking, to 
warrant the landing of such an army. 
"The Spanish troops are glad enough 
to go back to Spain, and when they are 
gone who will remain to be opposed or 
suppressed by 60,000 men? Only the 
Cuban people, with perhaps some guer­ 
rillas, partly Spanish, partly Cuban, it 
may be, but the Cuban people them­ 
selves w ill attend to all outlaws and 
bandits. 
It is true that before the war 
bandits received a semi toleration and 
even protection from the native popula­ 
tion, because they were looked upon as 
the enemies of Spanish law and govern­ 
ment, aud because they did, in fact, di­ 
rect their chief operations against the 


Spanish. The expulsion or ;*>paln changes 
all that. 
Today the bandit is regarded 
by the Cuban people no longer as the 
enemy of Spain, but of themselves, and 
they can be counted upon to suppress 
him with rigor. 
"The American army will, therefore, 
have only the Cubans to deal with, and 
as they are trusting both the policy and 
tLe honor of the United States and are 
awaiting with patience the consumma­ 
tion of all its plans they fail to appre­ 
hend the need of 60,000 soldiers in the 
island. Moreover, they are of the opin­ 
ion that when the American commis* 
ioners have studied the situation there 
lore fully they will recognize the su­ 
perfluousness, not to say the absurdity, 
of quartering in the island such an 
enormous body of troops. 
However, 
even this is looked upon as a small mat­ 
ter.

"D uring the American m ilitary occu 
pa tion an election of delegates to a con­ 
stitutional convention will doubtless be 
held, and the United States unquestion­ 
ably will see to it that the election is 
conducted in such a manner as to insure 
the return of a representative body. 
This convention will adopt a constitu­ 
tion for the new republic of Cuba, and 
this instrum ent will provide for the 
establishment of the government which 
is to exist under its supremacy. 
There 
will not, I think, be any provisional 
government chosen by this convention, 
but the m ilitary government will con 
tinne in operation until after the elec­ 
tion of officers of the republic under the 
constitution. At this point Cubans ex­ 
pect the government to be transferred to 
their exclusive control, but they do not 
expect that necessarily all the armed 
forces of the United States will at once 
be withdrawn. It may appear to some 
minds an anomaly that on the soil of a 
free and independent country, recog­ 
nized as such by the world, there should 
remain foreign troops, whose presence 
would seem to contradict the theory of 
freedom and independence and to sug­ 
gest domination from the outside as 
well as distrust of the self governing 
power of the people and of their admin­ 
istration. 
But such are the peculiarly close 
and fraternal relations of the American 
and Cuban people, that what would 
seem anomalous in any other case will 
not seem so in this. Strictly speaking, 
American troops in Cuba after the es­ 
tablishment of the republic would be a 
foreign army, but a friendly, allied, 
foreign army. Its function would be 
recognized by intelligent aud controlling 
Cubans as necessary to afford to the 
world that guarantee of security and 
stability in Cuba which was assumed 
and given when the United States in­ 
terfered. 
It would be to Cuban eyes a 
guarantee which was not really needed, 
but which might seem to foreign pow­ 
ers as due from the United States. For 
the sake of the United States and the 
discharge of its full obligation to the 
world, the retention of some troops in 
Cuba would be readily acquiesced in, if 
the United States should wish to keep 
them there for a time, even after the 
setting up of the republic. The further 
future almost certainly means the an­ 
nexation of Cuba to the United States, 
but there must be independence first. 
" Unquestionably there are some in­ 
stances in which Cabana have ceased to 
be patriots and have become criminals. 
But these are the exceptions. All these 
stories of Cuban soldiers deserting and 
becoming guerrillas and of their pre 
venting men of their own ranks and 
paoifico8 from going to work are all 
based, you may depend upon it, on 
few cases. AU countries, even the most 
civilized and peaceful, have their crim 
inals. 
It will in time be recognized as 
one of the marvels of history, one of the 
finest examples of heroism aud purest 
expressions of patriotism, that, beset by 
want as the Cubans were, they endured 
with unflinching virtue rather than dis­ 
honor the confidence which a great, hu 
mane nation bad reposed in them. 
"The question of the disarming aud 
disbanding of the Cuban army is a diffi­ 
cult one. 
Thus far this has not taken 
place, nor has it been authorized. 
Cu­ 
ban forces have dispeised, it is true, as 
reports have stated, but this was not dis­ 
bandment or disarmament. 
The sol­ 
diers were simply granted furloughs 
aud went home. 
They are still armed 
They are still organized. 
While the 
country is overrun by Spanish guerrillas, 
as it is nearly certain to be, these Cu­ 
ban forces will be almost essential as a 
police. Yet such is their amenability to 
American guidance that if the United 
States was formally to ask the Cubans 
in arms to surrender their weapons to 
its representatives I have no doubt what­ 
ever that the request would be at once 
complied with. 
No one expects, how­ 
ever, that any such demand will be 
mada 
"The present provisional government 
affords another question. W hile not rec­ 
ognized by the United States, it will 
probably be allowed to remain undis 
solved until superseded by the govern 
meat chosen under the constitution. As 
a means of communication with the Cu­ 
bans throughout Cuba the provisional 
government has been and may again be 
of great value to the United States."— 
New York Post

IN C ID E N T S IN T H E C A R E E R O F 
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G e n e r a l C rook .

Mrs. Sher 
man was forgotten by all save young 
Eagan, who ran to her stateroom door 
and cried out, "Mrs. Sherman, the ves- 


s c i has struck on a rock, and we are in 
great danger, but do not be frightened, 
for I am a good swimmer, and I will 
save you." However, his strength was

not tested, as Commodore Watkins, who 
was in command of the vessel, quickly 
beached his ship on Kycara island, 
which was near the scene of the dis­ 
aster. 
Some years afterward Eagan was a 
lieutenant in the N inth United States 
infantry, and was sent to take part in 
the Modoc Indian campaign in southern 
Oregon. 
The Ninth infantry had been 
kept on the Pacific slope during the 
civil war, and naturally this was a sore 
subject with its officers. 
On the night

ing on the courage of what he termed 
the "California contingent," meaning 
the Ninth infantry.

That night Lieu­ 
tenant Eagan was informed by the com­ 
manding officer that in the next day's 
charge he would have a position on the 
left of the line, which is a very danger 
ous and exposed place. In the dim, gray 
dawn Lieutenant Eagan, true to his 
word, appeared on the left of the line 
in his full dress uniform, but not an­ 
other officer of the whole command had 
the nerve to come similarly dressed. 
The savages were posted in the lava 
beds, and in the charge naturally the 
gold lace of Eagan’s coat drew fire from 
nearly every rifle within range.

representative Cuban expectation on the 
subject, I should say th at something 
like six m onths ought to bo am ple time 
for the performance of everything re­ 
quiring to be done by the United States. 
A much longer period of occupation 
would assuredly seem to representative 
Cubans needless, although in speaking 


Spanish. The expulsion or >pain changes 
all that. 
Today the bandit is regarded 
by the Cuban people no longer as the 
enemy of Spain, but of themselves, and 
they can be counted upon to suppress 
bim w ith rigor. 
“ The American army will, therefore, 
have only the Cubans to deal w ith, and 
as they are trusting both tin* policy and 
the honor of the United Stat* s and are 
aw aiting w ith patience the consumma­ 
tion of all its plans they fail to appre­ 
hend the need of 00,000 soldiers in the 
island. 
Moreover, they are of the opin­ 
ion th at when the American commis* 
loners have studied the situation there 
lo re fully they will recognize the su­ 
perfluousness, not to say the absurdity, 
of quartering in the island such an 
enormous body of troops. 
However, 
even this is looked upou as a small m at­ 
ter. 
If to the United States it seems 
best to employ such a force in peaceful 
occupation, well and good. The wisdom, 
equally w ith the faithful intentions of 
the U nited States, is trusted. 
“ D uring the American m ilitary occu 
pat ion an election of delegates to a con­ 
stitutional convention will doubtless be 
held, aud the United States unquestion­ 
ably w ill see to it that the election is 
conducted in such a manner as to insure 
the return of a representative body. 
This convention xvi ll adopt a constitu­ 
tion for tho new republic of Cuba, and 
this instrum ent will provide for tho 
establishm ent of the government which 
is to exist under its supremacy. 
There 
will not, I think, be any provisional 
government chosen by this convention, 
but the m ilitary government w ill con 
thine in operation until after the elec­ 
tion of officers of the republic under the 
constitution. 
At this point Cubans ex­ 
pect the government to be transferred to 
their exclusive control, but they do not 
expect that necessarily all the armed 
forces of the United States will at once 
be w ithdraw n. 
It may appear to some 
m inds an anomaly that on the soil of a 
free and independent country, recog­ 
nized as such by the world, there should 
remain foreign troops, whose presence 
would seem to contradict the theory of 
freedom and independence and to sug­ 
gest dom ination from the outside as 
well as distrust of the self governing 
power of the people and of their adm in­ 
istration. 
But such are the peculiarly close 
and fraternal relations of the American 
and Cuban people, that w hat would 
seem anomalous in any other case w ill 
not seem so in this. 
Strictly speaking, 
American troops in Cuba after the es­ 
tablishm ent of the republic would be a 
foreign army, but a friendly, allied, 
foreign array. 
Its function would be 
recognized by intelligent and controlling 
Cubans as necessary to afford to the 
world th at guarantee of security aud 
stability in Cuba which was assumed 
and given when the United States in­ 
terfered. 
It would be to Cuban eyes a 
guarantee which was not really needed, 
but which m ight seem to foreign pow­ 
ers as due from the United States. For 
the sake of the United States and the 
discharge of its full obligation to the 
world, the retention of some troops in 
Cuba would be readily acquiesced in, if 
the United States should wish to keep 
them there for a time, even after the 
setting up of the republic. The further 
future alm ost certainly means the an­ 
nexation of Cuba to the United States, 
but there m ust be independence first. 
“ Unquestionably there are some in­ 
stances in which Cubans have ceased to 
be patriots and have become criminals. 
But these are the exceptions. All these 
stories of Cuban soldiers deserting and 
becoming guerrillas and of their pre 
venting men of their own ranks and 
pacificos from going to work are all 
based, you may depend upon it, on a 
few cases. All countries, even the most 
civilized and peaceful, have their crim ­ 
inals. 
It w ill in tim e be recognized as 
one of the marvels of history, one of the 
finest examples of heroism aud purest 
expressions of patriotism , that, beset by 
want as the Cubans were, they endured 
with unflinching virtue rather than dis­ 
honor the confidence which a great, h u ­ 
mane nation had reposed in them. 
“ The question of the disarm ing aud 
disbanding of the Cuban army is a diffi­ 
cult one. 
Thus far this has not taken 
place, nor has it been authorized. 
Cu­ 
ban forces have dispeised, it is true, as 
reports have stated, but this was not dis­ 
bandment or disarmament. 
The sol­ 
diers were simply granted furloughs 
and went home. 
They are still armed 
They are still organized.

Lieutenant Eagan, 
as soon as the rem ark came to his ears, 
sought out the author of the statem ent 
and in the presence of a num ber of 
brother officers resented his aspersions 
and branded him as a modern Ananias 
and announced that he would make 
good his statem ents after the next day’s 
fight. More than that, as his personal 
courage had been questioned, he announc­ 
ed that in the fight the next day he would 
wear his full dress uniform, and chal 
longed the author of the disparaging re­ 
marks to do the same. That night Lieu­ 
tenant Eagan was informed by the com­ 
manding officer that in the next day’s 
charge he would have a position on the 
left of the line, which is a very danger 
ous and exposed place. In the dim, gray 
dawn Lieutenant Eagan, true to his 
word, appeared on the left of the line 
in his full dress uniform, but not an­ 
other officer of the whole command had 
the nerve to come similarly dressed 
The savages were posted in the Java 
beds, and in the charge naturally the 
gold lace of E agan’s coat drew’ fire from 
nearly every rifle w ithin range.

A mammoth combination of 
the 
wheat producing classes of the United 
States has been started in St. Joseph, 
Mo. It is proposed to make the farmers* 
profit 20 cents per bushel, or fix the 
selling price at not less than 80 cents. 
The argument used in inducing farmers’ 
to take hold of the scheme is based on 
the cost of production, estimated at 60 
cents per bushel, and the present price 
received for wheat, which gives to the 
grower no balance in bank at the end of 
the season’s labor. It will be an easy 
matter to advance the selling price of 
the cereal to profitable figures, accord­ 
ing to the promoter of the scheme, Al­ 
bert J. Enright of St. Joseph, Mo., a 
former banker and at present a bond 
broker. 
This mammoth wheat combine will 
operate under the title of the Ameri­ 
can Agriculturists’ association. There 
will be state organizations, and these 
will operate under and with the advice 
of a national bureau, the headquarters 
of which, for the present, will be in S t 
Joseph. The central bureau will re­ 
ceive, reoord and compile information 
of prime importance to the members. 
There will be a correspondent in every 
county, whose duty it will be to record 
the acreage and vigilantly watch the 
progress of crops. These observations 
are to be transmitted to the state head­ 
quarters, and in turn they will be re­ 
ported to the national bureau. Their 
nature will then promptly be given to 
every member throughout the United 
States, with comment and advice from 
the bureau. 
When it comes to marketing the 
wheat, a figure not less than 80 cents, 
possibly more, will be fixed, and then 
each state is to feed her product to the 
market, gradually tightening or loosen 
ing the supply as directed by the na­ 
tional bureau. It is promised the farm­ 
ers w ill realize $100,000,000 profits the 
first year.—St. Louis Glo be-Democrat.

LOOK OUT FOR “ SCHEMES.” 


H o w Promoter!* T a k e A d v a n ta g e o f 
t h e W a r . 
Now that Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines are about to be opened to 
capitalistic exploitation we must pre­ 
pare for a large number of flotation 
companies of various shades of financial 
worth. 
Already several such concerns 
have been incorporated for the purpose 
of building railways, electrical and 
steam, constructing thoroughfares aud 
bridges, building streets and sewers 
and various other works of this kind, 
indicating a remarkable backwardness 
in the communities which it is proposed 
to benefit. 
Spanish rule has undoubtedly tended 
to discourage such enterprises. 
Fran­ 
chises are not accorded under that rule 
without exactions, legal and corrupt, 
which discourage the investment of 
capital, and no doubt the people in Cuba 
and Porto Rico would be able to em­ 
ploy profitably many of those things 
which are regarded in the United States 
as absolutely necessary. 
But, owing to 
the very virginity of the soil, the danger 
of overdoing the improvement business 
is great. 
The effect of building a rail­ 
way through a wilderness in this coun­ 
try has generally been to attract hardy 
and diligent pioneers, nuder whose un­ 
ceasing toil farms and gardens arise. 
Will it have the same effect in Cuba? 
We doubt it. 
Nor is it reasonable to assume that 
the returns on invested capital there or 
elsewhere in the late possessions of 
Spain will come np to the expectation 
of many sanguine people unless a large 
emigration to those countries takes 
place from the human stock which made 
the United States a great nation. No 
doubt in a great many directions, under 
wise guidance aud experienced man­ 
agement, a large amount of capital may 
be profitably employed in the countries 
now passing out of Spanish control, but 
along with sound investments there 
will come a large class of doubtful of­ 
ferings, aud perhaps large losses, unless 
investors act with more caution than 
unhappily they usually display. 
We shall hear, no doubt, of imposing 
investments in tobacco and other plan­ 
tations, to the cultivation of which the 
public may be asked to subscribe at the 
nominal price of $1 per share. Some of 
these schemes may succeed, but prob­ 
ably the most of them only in potting 
unearned money into the pockets of 
their promoters.—American Banker. 


CHIPPEWAS AT OMAHA. 


T h e E x p e d itio n In d ia n a E x c it e d O ver 
t h e F i g h t i n g In M tn neaota. 
The 600 red men of the Indian con­ 
gress now assembled in Omaha are very 
much interested in the reports of fight­ 
ing with the Minnesota Indians. Some 
of the braves at the exposition grounds 
are considerably excited over the situa­ 
tion. The manner in which the news 
was circulated among the Indians is a 
mystery, even to Captain Mercer, who 
has charge of the camp. 
The other 
morning a number of chiefs came to 
Mercer and asked him what the *4heap 
big fight” up north means. They listen­ 
ed in silence to the statements of the 
captain. 
There are 15 Chippewas in the oamp 
from near the scene of the fighting. 
They seemed greatly interested and talk­ 
ed among themselves in an excited man­ 
ner for Indians. Their chief, Owl Face 
Man, was asked by Captain Mercer 
what he thought of the fighting. He 
grunted with much energy and said: 
“ W hite man much mean, but Injuns 
mean, too, cause not treated right. W ill 
be heap big fight before war over, cause 
Injuns have heap good gnus.” 
Owl Face Man is not a bead chief, 
but is in charge of his men here and 
seems very intelligent. He said his men 
first heard of the fighting from a half 
breed who read of it in the papers. 
Other Indians on the ground, especially 
those Apaches and Sioux from the west 
who know something of the fighting 
qualities aud number of United States 
troops, ridicule the Chippewas for going 
to war. Old Geronimo, the famous old 
Apache chief, who has been a prisoner 
since being captured by Crook after his 
desperate fighting in the south, was an 
interested listener to what Captain 
Mercer said to his men. He was too dig­ 
nified to ask information, but evidently 
was much interested, because bethought 
a great Indian uprising was on. 
When 
he found the fighting was confined to a 
little tribe away north of any territory he 
knew aught of, he had nothing more to 
say. 
When asked by Captain Mercer if 
he would like to fight, the old warrior’s 
eye flashed, but he merely grunted with 
disgust.—New York Sun.

The average of winning mounts re­ 
cently scored in England by Tod Sloane. 
the American jockey, is said to have 
never been beaten there. His successes, 
according to one sporting paper, create 
a strong feeling of jealousy among the 
other jockeys, some of whom, it is 
hinted, tried to treat him unfairly at 
Manchester, and when Sloane won their 
bitterness increased. 
Sloane has upset all traditions, and 
his m erit is unquestionable. It has been 
said that the American methods of rid­ 
ing must be wrong, yet Sloane wins 
with horses which the English jockeys 
handle unsuccessfully. 
No jockey since the palmy days of 
Archer, Wood andFordham abroad and 
of Fitzpatrick, McLaughlin aud Garri­ 
son in the United States has ever ap­ 
pealed so strongly to public favoritism 
as Tod Sloane. 
He has achieved what 
not one of his noted predecessors at­ 
tempted, and in that respect stands in 
a class by himself. Not satisfied with 
national prestige, like the others named, 
he has tried for international honors, 
with the result that his fame as a suc­ 
cessful horseman is on the tip of every 
tongue not only in his native country 
aud England, but in every other section 
of the globe where racing has found a 
foothold. 
When Sloane went to England late 
last fall. his temerity was a surprise to 
his associates here and was openly 
laughed at by his rivals abroad. He 
made the trip then chiefly to ride James 
R. Keene’s candidates in the two big 
British ‘‘back end” handicaps, 
the 
Cesarewitch and the Cambridgeshire. 
His peculiar style of riding at once be 
came a general subject of ridicule amouli 
the Britishers, 
who had previously 
made fun of the Dwyer-Croker jockey, 
Sims. 
Sloane rides with a very short 
stirrup and rein and hunches himself 
forward on his horse’s neck when nurs­ 
ing home a good thing. 
The English cracks favor a lengthy 
stirrup and a long rein and sit down 
like cavalrymen in the final drive. 
No 
wonder the contrast aroused comment, 
and as long as Sloane was unsuccessful 
he was ‘‘roasted” freely. Still he man­ 
aged to steer St. Cloud II into second 
place in the Cambridgeshire shortly aft­ 
er making his British debut aud might 
have won the coveted event if he had 
not been deceived by the angle of the 
oourse.

A 
memorandum of all the bequests is on 
file, and when one of the persons dies i 
the fam ily is quietly notified and the I 
brain removed. 
In many cases the nee- j 
essary organ can be transferred without j 
the knowledge of any one but the un­ 
dertaker and the immediate friends of I 
the fam ily.— New York World.

An American who has lived in San 
Juan fo r inaiiy years and who is th o r­ 
oughly cnuveisaut w ith the business 
situation said to the New York Tribune 
c o rr e s p o n d e n t tho other day: “ There is 
no doubt tbaftoventually our people w ill 
capture the bulk of the trade w ith the 
residents of Porto Rico, but it isn 't to 
be accomplished in a day, and the man 
who rashly ventures into this field is 
going to get bitten—and bitten badly. 
American m erchants and investors who 
im agine th at Porto Rico is a tw entieth 
century El Dorado are laboring under a 
delusion, aud my advice to my country­ 
men would be to 'go slow .1 
In the first place, Spanish customs 
are so thoroughly ingrafted that it w ill, 
in all probability, take years to remove 
them aud substitute those in vogue in 
the United States. 
In the happy go 
lucky life of the tropics customs change 
slowly, when they change at all, aud 
for this reason the change incident to 
the transfer of the island from one pow­ 
er to another w ill necessarily have to 
be accomplished gently and w ith doe 
regard for conditions th at are the out­ 
growth of the usages Jiff four centuries. 
One of the most peculiar of local m er­ 
cantile customs is the credit system in 
use. 
In the first place, the am ount of 
money on the island is so lim ited that 
m erchants are diiven to getting goods 
on long tim e. They are content to m ake 
but little profit on w hat they sell, but 
to even m atters up they insist on credits 
extending anywhere from 18 m onths to 
three years. 
Of course only m erchants 
w ith first class financial standing can 
obtain the longer tim e, but those who 
practically live from hand to m outh re ­ 
ceive 18 months* tim e in whioh to meet 
their obligations. One of the prevailing 
principles among the m erchants is th at 
the longer tim e he has the more he w ill 
buy. 
He doesn’t care if prices are ad 
vanced on him on account of the long 
credit, but he m ust have the credit, 
and he alw ays gets it. When the island 
shall have passed under the American 
rule and Am ericans are favored by the 
tariffs instead of being discrim inated 
against, the first problem to be m et by 
American firms doing business in Pox to 
Rico w ill be this credit scheme. 
Ob 
viously w ith American tariff law s ex 
tended over Porto Rico the local trades­ 
men w ill be forced to boy American 
goods or im port from abroad aud sell at 
higher prices, 
a contingency which 
bodes ill for the im porter, for tho m a­ 
jority of the natives have a disposition 
such as is usually im puted to residents 
of the New England states and can 
drive bargains as shrew dly as a Con­ 
necticut farm er. 
It can hardly be ex­ 
pected th at Am erican m erchants w ill 
soil their wares on such long tim e, and 
yet it is alm ost equally as absurd to 
conceive of a Spaniard or Porto Rican 
changing his habits in a day. The con­ 
dition exists, however, and the problem 
m ust be solved. 
The reoent experience of a New York 
dry goods salesman here in San Ju an 
shows ju st how local m erchants look on 
the short credit system in vogue in the 
United States. This man, after m aking 
a canvass of the stores in w hich he 
thought he m ight be able to sell goods, 
returned to his hotel in a high state of 
excitem ent. 
He was able, he said, to 
sell cotton goods of better texture and 
at lower prices than the local establish 
m ents had ever been able to purchase 
them. 
The m erchants w ith whom he 
bad talked agreed w ith him in Jh a t re 
gpect, and w ith few exceptions were 
w illing to patronize him , brit he m ust 
give them long credit— something he 
was not authorized to do. 
On his an ­ 
swer depended large sales, but the con­ 
ditions were such as to prevent him 
from consum m ating the deal, which 
eventually fell through. 
Then it was 
recalled to him th at sim ilar conditions 
prevail in Mexico, and th at English and 
herm an firms, by granting long credits, 
were getting away w ith the bulk of the 
trade th a t naturally should have gone 
to the States. H ereplied: “ I know, but 
Mexico is a foreign country. 
We can’t 
change their customs. We shall have to 
change those of the Porto Ricans. 
It 
w ill sim ply result this way— the men 
who decline our term s w ill have to get 
out of business. ” 
These long credits and the reckless 
m auuer in which they have been ex­ 
tended have given rise to an enormous 
num ber of stores of all classes. 
Every 
little town has enough stores to accom­ 
modate a population five times as great 
as its own. 
As a rule these establish­ 
m ents are w retchedly small and carry 
a large diversity of wares, yet w ith 
stocks th at are m ainly noticeable for 
their meagerness. Except in San Juan, 
it is the rule for stoxekeepors to sell 
nearly anything— from jewelxy to salt 
pork, and from silk laces to wheelbar- j 
rows. 
Indeed the Porto Rican stores, 
w ith the exception noted, are m inia- 
tures of the big departm ent stores of 
New york. 
In the capital there ate 
stores where specialties are made of dry 
goods, of groceries, shoes and other com • 
modi ties, and these, taken w ith 


troin 
the 
introduction ot 
American 
methods in trading. W ith them out of 
the wav and the competition dim inish­ 
ed, it is possible that the large shop­ 
keepers would willingly adopt the ways 
rf the Americans. 
But any one who 
.ooks for su< h an eventuality at once 
will doubtless lose money w hile w aiting 
.’or it to happen.

All American who has Iivod in San 
Juan for many years and who is thor­ 
oughly conversant with the business 
situation said to the New York Tribune 
correspondent the other day: “ There is 
no doubt tbatdnventually our people will 
capture the bulk of the trade with the 
residents of Porto Rico, but it isn’t to 
be accomplished in a day, and the man 
who rashly ventures into this field is 
going to get bitten—aud bitten badly. 
American merchants and investors who 
imagine that Porto Rico is a twentieth 
century El Dorado are laboring under a 
delusion, and my advice to my country 
men would be to ‘go slow.’ ’’ 
In the first place, Spanish customs 
are so thoroughly ingrafted that it will, 
in all probability, take years to remove 
them aud substitute those in vogue iu 
the United States. 
In the happy go 
lucky life of the tropics customs change 
slowly, when they change at all, aud 
for this reason the change incident to 
the transfer of the island from one pow­ 
er to another will necessarily have to 
be accomplished gently and with due 
regard for conditions that are the out­ 
growth of the usages 3ft four oenturies. 
One of the most peculiar of local m er­ 
cantile customs is the credit system in 
use. 
In the first place, the amount of 
money on the island is so limited that 
merchants are driven to getting goods 
on long time. They are content to make 
bat little profit on what they sell, but 
to even matters up they insist on credits 
extending anywhere from 18 months to 
three years. Of coarse only merchants 
with first class financial standing can 
obtain the longer time, but those who 
practically live from band to mouth re 
ceive 18 months* time in whiob to meet 
their obligations. One of tbe prevailing 
principles among the merchants is that 
the longer time he has the more he will 
bay. He doesn’t care if prices are ad­ 
vanced on him on account of the long 
credit, but he must have the credit, 
and he always gets it. When the island 
shall have passed under the American 
role and Americans are favored by the 
tariffs instead of being discriminated 
against, tbe first problem to be met by 
American firms doing business in Poi to 
Rico will be this credit scheme. Ob­ 
viously with American tariff laws ex­ 
tended over Porto Rico the local trades­ 
men will be forced to buy American 
goods or import from abroad and sell at 
higher prices, a contingency which 
bodes ill for the importer, for the m a­ 
jority of the natives have a disposition 
such as is usually imputed to residents 
of the New England states and can 
drive bargains as shrewdly as a Con­ 
necticut. farmer. 
It can hardly be ex­ 
pected that American merchants will 
sell their wares on such long time, and 
yet it is almost equally as absurd to 
conceive of a Spaniard or Porto Rican 
changing his habits in a day. The con­ 
dition exists, however, and the problem 
must be solved. 
The reoent experience of a New York 
dry goods salesman here in San Juan 
shows just how local merchants look on 
the short credit system in vogue in the 
United Statea This man, after making 
a canvass of tbe stores in which he 
thought he m ight bo able to sell goods, 
returned to his hotel in a high state of 
excitement. 
He was able, he said, to 
sell cotton goods of better texture and 
at lower prices than the local establish­ 
ments had ever been able to purchase 
them. The merchants with whom he 
bad talked agreed with him in Jhat re­ 
spect, aud with few exceptions were 
willing to patronize him, blit he must 
give them long credit—something he 
was not aphorized to do. 
On his an­ 
swer depended large sales, but the con­ 
ditions were such as to prevent him 
from consummating tbe deal, which 
eventually foil through. 
Then it Avas 
recalled to him that similar conditions 
prevail in Mexico, and that English and 
German firms, by granting long credits, 
were getting away with the bulk ot the 
trade that naturally should have gone 
to the States. Hereplied: “ I know, but 
Mexico is a foreign country. 
We can’t 
change their customs. We shall have to 
change those of the Porto Ricans. 
It 
will simply result this way—the men 
who decline our terms will have to get 
out of business. ” 
These long credits and tbe reckless 
manuer in which they have been ex: 
tended have given rise to an enormous 
number of stores of all classes. 
Every 
little town bas enough stores to accom­ 
modate a population five times as great 
as its own. 
As a rule these establish­ 
ments are wretchedly small and carry 
a large diversity of wares, yet with 
stocks that are mainly noticeable for 
their meagerness. Except in San Juan, 
it is the rule for stoiekeepors to sell 
nearly anything—Iron) jewelry to salt 
pork, and from silk laces to wheelbar­ 
rows. 
Indeed the Porto Rican stores, 
with the exception noted, are m inia­ 
tures of tbe big department stores of 
New York. 
In the capital there are 
stores where specialties are made of dry 
goods, of groceries, shoes and other com­ 
modities, aud these, taken with the 
imaller and more conglomerate shops, 
could easily fill the wants of half the 
population of the island. It is the small 
fry. however, who would have to sutler 


from the 
introduction of American 
methods in trading. With then) out of 
the way aud the competition dim inish­ 
ed, it ih possible that tbe large shop- 
! keepers would willingly adopt the ways 
j ut the Americans. 
But any one who 
' .ooks for such ail eventuality at once 
| will doubtless lose money while waiting 
I ’or it to happen.

sellors across the campus to Kent thea­ 
ter, where other ceremonies took place. 
All the students of the university, the 
graduate schools, the divinity schools, 
the senior aud junior colleges, the medi­ 
cal college and the various affiliated 
preparatory schools, including the Cul­ 
ver Military academy, furnished an 
escort for the president, who, in his 
<»p and gown, afterward 
reviewed 
them. 
The national peace jubilee of Chicago 
was last night inaugurated with a 
union thanksgiving service at the Au­ 
ditorium. 
President 
McKinley 
at­ 
tended. 
Rev. Dr. Henry W. Thomas, pastor 
of the People’s church, was chairman 
of the meeting. 
Bishop Samuel Fal­ 
lows led in the recital of the Lord's 
praver, and Rev. Dr. Jeukin Lloyd 
Jones in the responsive reading. 
I he first address was by Rabbi Emil 
ti. Hirsch. 
At one point Dr. Hirscli 
said iu part: “ We are proud that when 
war was imminent the affairs of the 
nation were in the hands of a man— 
{Here Dr. Hirsch*s voice w’as drowned 
by a great wave of applause.] 
When 
he en ald be heard the speaker flmshtd 
fys .sentence—“a true American, one 
that loves peace, a worshiper of the 
Prince ol Peace.” 
Rev. Dr. Thomas P. Hodnett, a Catho­ 
lic clergyman, caused applause by the 
audience 
by 
repeated refeiences to 
Dewey, Sampson, isohley ami the rough 
riders, aud when he mentioned Presi­ 
dent McKinley by name, the people be­ 
cam e.so demonstrative tnat the presi­ 
dent rose in ju s box and bowed bis ac­ 
knowledgements: Dr. Hodnett aroused 
much enthusiasm by a phiiiippic against 
the “growing influence of monopoly 
and tho cohesive power of unjust cor­ 
porations.” 
One of the most stirring speeches of 
the evening was made by Rev. Dr. Jobu 
Henry Barrows, a Presbyterian, who 
took a firm stand in favor of the reten­ 
tion of the Philippines. 
Booker T. Washington, colored, was 
the last speaker. 
At one point he said 
iu part: 
“ We have succeeded in every con­ 
flict except one in the effort to conquer 
ourselves in the blotting out of racial 
prejudices. 
We can celebrate the era 
of peace in no more effectual way than 
by a firm resolve on the part of the 
northern men aud southern men, black 
men and white men, that the trenches 
which we together dug arouud San 
tiago shall be the eternal burial place 
of all that which separates us in our 
business and civil relations. 
Let us be 
as generous in peace as we have bet u 
brave in battle. 
Until we thus con 
qucr ourselves, I make no empty state­ 
ment whim I say that we shall have, 
esp cialiy in tho southern part of our 
country, a cancer gnawing at the heart 
of this republic thut shall one day 
prove as dangerous as an attack from 
an army from without or within. 
“In this presence aud on this aus­ 
picious occasion I want to present the 
deep gratitude of nearly 10,000,000 of 
piy people to our wise, patient and 
brave cnief executive for the generous 
manner in which my race has been 
recognized during this conflict—a recog­ 
nition that has done more to blot out 
sectional and racial lines than any 
event since the dawn of our freedom.” 
The audience rose aud cheered to the 
echo, while President McKinley, stand­ 
ing in his box, acknowledged by re­ 
peated bows the compliment of the col­ 
ored orator.

W ashington. Oct. 17.—A letter has 
been written by the surgeon general of 
the army in reply to one sent to the 
president by Mr. A. E. Orr, vioe presi­ 
dent of the Red Cross committee, who 
asked: 
“ Why the intervention of the 
Red Cross relief committee should be 
longer needed, and why the govern­ 
ment does uot see to it that its own sick 
are provided for?” 
The surgeon general said the emer­ 
gencies of the war made the assistance 
of the relief association most valuable. 
At the outset of tile war the arrange- 
m ents made for providing light diet for 
the sick which has proved satisfactory 
in time of peace were inadequate under 
the conditions which prevailed in camps 
of instruction and among troops en­ 
gaged in active operations* For this 
reason the presence of the Red Cross 
agenes, with their abundant supplies of 
delicacies for the sick had been of in­ 
estimable value. 
But provision was 
made by a general order, published 
Aug. IO, (Ct. O. IIG) by which surgeons 
in m arge of hospitals, general, division 
or regim ental are enabled to draw GO 
cents per day for each sick enlisted man 
of the army in lieu of his regular ration. 
Tile surgeon general further along 
said: “ You will no doubt agree with 
me that GO cents a day tor the raw ma­ 
terial irom which to jnepare a proper 
dict fur tile sick is a most liberal pro­ 
vision. 
The experience of medical offi­ 
cers shows that it is uot only ample, 
but excessive, and that for sick men, 
Ii Mug for the most part upon milk, 
weak soups aud farinaceous food, this 
amount is much in excess of any reason­ 
able requirement. 
“ Under these circumstances I think 
that those patriotic and liberal citizens 
who have contributed so freely of their 
money and time to aid in the care of 
our sick soldiers may now leave the 
m atter iii the hands of the government 
without any apprehension as to the re­ 
sult,”

EFFECT OF OUR ARMY’S PRESENCE. 
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t n h l f * h e d . 
The reports from Cuba of dissatisfac 
tion on thd part of the insurgents, of 
their refusal to disarm and disband, of 
rejection of work, of desertion to guer­ 
rillas aud of anim osity toward Ameri­ 
cans and the American occupation led 
Horatio S. Rubens, the spokesman of 
the junta, to discuss the other day the 
probable course of events in Cuba and 
the situation in general. 
H e said: 
“ W hat must precede everything else 
is of course the evacuation of the island 
by the Spanish 
troops and officials. 
When that shall be finally accomplished 
no one can say w ith any certainty. W e 
know how long it took I he Spanish 
Transatlantic Steam ship company to re­ 
move to Spain the 20,000 Spanish sol­ 
diers who surrendered at Santiago. 
To 
get away the 150,000 still rem aining in 
various pal ta of the island w ill obvious­ 
ly take a much longer tim e. 
W hat, 
however, is likely to delay the evacua­ 
tion much more than the physical diffi­ 
culties or than the inevitable Spanish 
inactivity aud procrastination is the in ­ 
disposition of the Spanish officials, m il­ 
itary and civil, to quit the island. There 
is no question that they w ill hang on 
as long as possible. 
They continually 


I hope for com plications to ariso which 
may renew their tenure of the island— 
a hope against hope, it is true, but it is 
human, and especially Spanish, to in­ 
dulge iii that species of delusion. 
“ In addition, it is greatly to the inter­ 
est of the Spanish officials to prolong 
their possession of office and power as 
long as practicable. 
It means putting 
money in their purses— particularly so 
long as they retain control of tho cus- 
; tom houses. 
It is their last whack at 
I the spoils of Cuba, on w hich they have 
fattened for centuries, and they are as­ 
suredly going to make the most of it. 
It is to be expected therefore that the 
Spanish 
evacuation 
w ill 
be a long 
drawn out affair unless accelerated w ith 
determ ination by the U nited States. 
“ W ell, after that long longed for 
event has transpired, and Cuba at last 
breathes in an atm osphere uncontam ­ 
inated by the dom inance of the Span 
lard, a com plete m ilitary governm ent 
of the U nited States w ill follow . Possi­ 
bly the Cubans did not from the begin­ 
ning foresee the necessity of such a 
government, but now tin y perceive— at 
least the leading and representative Cu­ 
bans— tiiat it is an unavoidable course, 
aud really in the interest of the island. 
At first it may have seemed to suggest 
an intended departure by the U nited 
States from the promise solem nly made 
to establish an independent form of gov­ 
ernm ent in the island 
aud 
then to 
w ithdraw its foroes. 
Some alarm may 
have m om entarily arisen as tile result 
of this seem ing, but the second thought 
of the Cubans convinces them that the 
United States has no notion of repudiat­ 
ing its pledges; that this governm ent 
is to ho im p licitly trusted, and that a l­ 
though everything may not be done in 
precisely the w ay Cubans may have 
conceived as tho natural and proper 
way tho end of it all w ill be the erec­ 
tion of a governm ent free and independ­ 
ent, representative, aud w’ith all the 
elem ents and promise of stability. 
“ The m ilitary occupation 
and ad­ 
m inistration of the island are therefore 
fu lly accepted as a foregone conclusion. 
How long ought it to last? Certainly no 
longer than is necessary to establish or­ 
der and the native governm ent 
How 
long that w ill be it is difficult to pro­ 
nounce. 
Expressing, 
however, what 
seems to m e the most intelligent and 
representative Cuban expectation on the 
subject, I should say that som ething 
like six months ought to he am ple tim e j 
for the performance of everything re­ 
quiring to be Alone by the United States. 
A much longer period of occupation 
would assuredly seem to representative 


Spanish. The expulsion or spain changes 
all that. 
Today the bandit is regarded 
by the Cuban people no longer as the 
enem y of Spain, hut of themselves, and 
they can be counted upon to suppress 
bim w ith rigor. 
“ The American army w ill, therefore, 
have only the Cubans to deal with, and 
as they are trusting both the policy and 
tLe honor of the United States and are 
aw aiting w ith patience the cout-unima- 
tion of all its plans they fail to appre­ 
hend the need of 60,000 soldiers in the 
island. 
Moreover, they are of the opin­ 
ion that when the American commis- 
ioners have studied the situation there 
tore fully they w ill recognize the su­ 
perfluousness, not to way the absurdity, 
of quartering in the island such an 
enormous body of troops. 
However, 
even this is looked upon ana sm all mat­ 
ter. 
If to the United States it seems 
best to em ploy such a furce iii peaceful 
occupation, w ell and good. The wisdom, 
equally w ith the faithful intentions of 
the U nited States, is trusted. 
“ During the American m ilitary occu 
pa tion an election of delegates to a con­ 
stitutional convention w ill doubtless be 
held, aud the United States unquestion­ 
ably w ill see to it that the election is 
conducted in such a manner as to insure 
the return of a representative body. 
This convention w ill adopt a constitu­ 
tion for the new republic of Cuba, and 
this instrum ent w ill provide for the 
establishm ent of the government which 
is to exist under its supremacy. 
There 
w ill not, I think, be any provisional 
governm ent chosen by this convention, 
but the m ilitary government w ill con­ 
tinue in operation until after the elec­ 
tion of officers of the republic under the 
constitution. 
At this point Cubans ex­ 
pect the government to be transferred to 
their exclusive control, but they do not 
expect that necessarily all the armed 
forces of the United States w ill at once 
be w ithdraw n. 
It may appear to some 
m inds an anomaly that on the soil of a 
free and independent country, recog­ 
nized as such by the world, there should 
remain foreign troops, whose presence 
would seem to contradict the theory of 
freedom and independence and to sug­ 
gest domination from the outside as 
w ell as distrust of the self governing 
power of the people and of their adm in­ 
istration. 
“ But "such are the peculiarly close 
and fraternal relations of the American 
and Cuban people, that what would 
seem anomalous in any other case w ill 
not seem so in this. 
Strictly sp< aking, 
American troops in Cuba after the es­ 
tablishm ent of the republic would be a 
foreign army, 
but a friendly, allied, 
foreign army. 
Its function would be 
recognized by intelligent and controlling 
Cubans as necessary to afford to the 
world that guarantee of security aud 
stability in Cuba which w’as assumed 
and given when the United States in­ 
terfered. 
It would be to Cuban eyes a 
guarantee which was not really needed, 
but which m ight seem to foreign pow­ 
ers as due from the United States. 
For 
the sake of the United States and the 
discharge of its full obligation to the 
world, the retention of some troops in 
Cuba would be readily acquiesced in, if 
the United States should wish to keep 
them there for a time, even after the 
setting up of the republic. 
The further 
future alm ost certainly means the an­ 
nexation of Cuba to the United States, 
but there must be independence first. 
“ Unquestionably there are some in ­ 
stances in which Cubans have ceased to 
be patriots aud have become criminals. 
But these are the exceptions. 
All these 
stories of Cuban soldiers deserting and 
becoming guerrillas and of their pre­ 
venting men of their own ranks and 
pacificos from going to work are all 
based, you may depend upon it, on a 
few cases. All countries, even the most 
civilized and peaceful, have their crim ­ 
inals. 
It w ill in tim e be recognized as 
one of the marvels of history, one of the 
finest exam ples of heroism aud purest 
expressions of patriotism, that, beset by 
want as the Cubans were, they endured 
w ith unflinching virtue rather than dis­ 
honor the confidence w hich a great, hu 
mane nation had reposed iii them. 
“ The question of the disarming aud 
disbanding of the Cuban army is a diffi­ 
cult one. 
Thus far this has not taken 
place, nor has it been authorized. 
Cu­ 
ban forces have dispersed, it is true, as 
reports have stated, but this was not dis 
bundment or disarmament. 
The sol- 
tilers were sim ply granted furloughs 
and went home. 
They are still armed 
They are still organized. 
W hite the

Some interesting stories are told of

Only the 
Cuban people, w ith perhaps some guer­ 
rillas, partly Spanish, partly Cuban, it 
may he, but the Cuban people them ­ 
selves w ill attend to all outlaw s und 
bandits. 
It is true that before the war 
bandits received a somitoleratiou and 
even protection from the native popula- 
lkm, because they were looked upou as 
the enem ies of Spanish law aud govern­ 
ment, aud beeause they did, in fact, di­ 
rect their chief operations against the 


as it is nearly certain to be, these Ca 
ban forces w ill be almost essential as a 
police. Yet such is their am enability to 
American guidance that if the United 
States was form ally to ask the Cubans 
iii arms to surrender their weapons to 
its representatives I have no doubt what­ 
ever that the request would be at once 
complied with. 
No one expects, bow 
ever, that any such demand w ill lie 
made.

The N inth infantry had been 
kept on the Pacific slope during the 
civil war, and naturally this w’as a sore 
subject w’ith its officers. 
On the night 
before the final and hardest day’s fight­ 
ing some officer made remarks reflect 
ing on the courage of what he termed 
the “ California contingent, “ mea ii lug 
the Ninth infantry. Lieutenant Eagan, 
as scon a* the remark came to his ears, 
sought out the author of the statem ent 
and iii the presence of a number of 
brother officers resented his aspersions 
and branded bim as a modern Ananias 
and announced that he would make 
good his statements after theuext day’s 
tight. 
More than that, as his personal 
courage had been questioned, he announc­ 
ed that iii the fight the next day he would 
wear his full dress uniform, and chal 
longed the author of the disparaging re­ 
marks to do the same. That uight Lieu­ 
tenant Eagan was informed by the com ­ 
manding officer that in the next day's 
charge he would have a position ou the 
left of the liue, which is a very danger 
ous and exposed place 
Iii the dim, gray 
dawn Lieutenant Eagan, true to his 
word, appeared on the left of the line 
in his full dress uniform, but not an 
other officer of the whole command had 
the nerve to come similarly dressed 
The savages were posted in the Java 
beds, and in the charge naturally the 
gold lace of Eagan’s coat drew fire from 
nearly every rifle within nm go. 
How 
ever, for some little time he escaped, 
but finally was shot through the thigh 
He called two soldiers to him, but in ­ 
stead of allow ing them to carry him to 
the rear, he made them support him 
and kept on encouraging his men until 
he fell down fainting front 
1m s of 
blood.

GREAT WHEAT COMBINE. 


S c h e m e o f F a r m e r * Iii A ll S ta t e n to 
C o n t r o l t h e O u t p u t. 
A mammoth combination 
of 
tile 
wheat producing classes of the United 
States has been started in St. Joseph, 
Mo. It is proposed to make the farmers’ 
profit 2d (tents per bushel, or fix the 
selling price at not less than 80 cents. 
The argument used in inducing farmers’ 
to take hold of the scheme is based on 
the cost of production, estimated at 60 
cent* per bushel, and the present price 
received for wheat, which gives to the 
grower no balance in bank at the end of 
the season’s labor. 
It will be an easy 
matter to advance the selling price of 
the cereal to profitable figures, accord­ 
ing to the promoter of the scheme, A l­ 
bert J. Enright of St. Joseph, Mo., a 
former banker and at present a bond 
broker. 
This mammoth wheat combine w ill 
operate under the title of the Ameri­ 
can Agriculturists’ association. 
There 
will be state organizations, and these 
will operate uuder and with the advice 
of a national bureau, the headquarters 
of which, for the present, will be in St. 
Joseph. 
The central bureau will re­ 
ceive, reoord aud compile information 
of prime importance to the members. 
There w ill be a correspondent in every 
county, whose duty it will be to record 
the acreage aud vigilantly watch the 
progress of crops. 
These observations 
are to be transmitted to the state head­ 
quarters, and iii turn they will be re* 
ported to the national bm eau. 
Their 
uature w ill then promptly be given to 
every member throughout the Uuited 
States, with comment and advice from 
the bureau. 
When it conies to marketing the 
wheat, a figure not less than 80 cents, 
possibly more, will be fixed, and then 
each state is to feed her product to the 
market, gradually tightening or loosen 
iug the supply as directed by the na­ 
tional bureau. It is promised the farm­ 
ers w ill realize $100,000,000 profits the 
first year.—bt. Louis Globe Democrat.

The cruise of the Antarctic consumed 
four mouths.

But, owing to 
the very virginity of the soil, the danger 
of overdoing the improvement business 
is great. 
The effect of building a rail­ 
way through a wilderness in this coun­ 
try has generally been to attract hardy 
and diligent pioneers, under whose un­ 
ceasing toil farms and gardens arise. 
W ill it have the same effect in Cuba? 
We doubt it. 
Nor is it reasonable to assume that 
the returns on invested capital there or 
elsewhere in the late possessions of 
Spain will come up to the expectation 
of many sanguine people unless a large 
emigration to those countries takes 
place from the human stock which made 
the United States a great nation.

doubt in a great many directions, under

His successes, 
I according to one sporting paper, create 
a strong feeling of jealousy among the 
other jockeys, some of whom, it is 
hinted, tried to treat him unfairly at 
Manchester, and when Sloane won their 
bitterness increased. 
Sloane has upset all traditions, and 
his merit is unquestionable. It has been 
said that the American methods of rid­ 
ing must be wrong, yet Sloane wius 
with horses which the English jockeys 
handle nusuccessflilly. 
No jockey since tile palmy days of 
Archer, Wood andFordham abroad and 
of Fitzpatrick, McLaughlin and G arri­ 
son in the United States bas ever ap­ 
pealed so strongly to public favoritism 
as Tod Sloane. 
He has achieved what 
not one of his noted predecessors at­ 
tempted, and in that respect stands in 
a class by himself. 
Not satisfied with 
national prestige, like the others named, 
he has tried for international honors, 
with the result that his fame as a suc­ 
cessful horseman is on the tip of every 
tongue not only in his native country 
aud England, but in every other section 
of the globe where racing has found a 
foothold. 
When Sloane went. to England late 
last fall, his temerity was a surprise to 
his associates lu re and was openly 
laughed at by his rivals abroad.

Sloane is a midget in stature and 
scales, according to his condition, from 
90 to 9 8 pounds.

The manner in which the news 
was circulated among the Indians is a 
mystery, even to Captain Mercer, who 
has charge of the camp. 
The other 
: morning a number of chiefs came to 
Mercer and asked him what the “ heap 
big fight” up north means. They listen­ 
ed in silence to the statements of the 
captain. 
There are 15 Chippewas in the camp 
from near the soeue of the fighting. 
They seemed greatly interested and talk­ 
ed among themselves in an excited man­ 
ner for Indians. Their chief, Owl Face 
Man, was asked 
by Captain Mercer 
what he thought of the fighting. 
He 
grunted with much energy and said: 
“ W hite man much mean, but Injuns 
mean, too, cause not treated right. Will 
be heap big fight before war over, cause 
Injuns have heap good guns.” 
Owl Face Man is not a bead chief, 
but is in charge of his men here and 
seems very intelligent. He said his men 
first heard of the fighting from a half 
breed who read of it iii the papers. 
Other Indians on the ground, especially 
those Apaches aud Sioux from the west 
who know something of the fighting 
qualities and number of United States 
troops, ridicule the Chippewas for going 
to war. Old Geronimo, the famous old 
Apache chief, who has been a prisoner 
since being captured by Crook after his 
desperate lighting in the south, was an 
interested listener to what Captain 
Mercer said to his men. He was too dig­ 
nified to ask information, but evidently 
was much interested, because bethought 
a great Indian uprising was on. 
When 
he found the fighting was confined to a 
little tribe away north of any territory he 
know aught of, lie had nothing more to 
say. 
When asked by Captain Mercer if 
he would like to fight, the old wairior’s 
eye flashed, but he merely giunfed with 
disgust.—New York Sun.

M ERCANTILE CUSTOM S. 


American Merchant* ilnve a Prob­ 
lem In Den 11 nu With Thfm -Long 
Credit* the t liief SUI nihil n*c Block. 
Tow Many bittie Shop**. 


A il American who has livod in San ( 
Juan for m any years and who is thor- j 
curlily ccmveisant w ith the business 1 
situation said to the New’ V oik Tribune 
correspond tm t the other day: “ th ere is 
no doubt tbati«ve.ntnally our people will 
capture the bulk of the trade w ith the 
residents of Porto Rico, but it isn ’t to 
be accomplished iii a day, and the man 
who rashly ventures into this field is 
going to get bitten—aud bitten badly. 
American m erchants and investors who 
im agine that Porto Rico is a tw entieth 
century El Dorado are laboring under a 
delusion, and my advice to my country­ 
men would be to ‘go slow .’ 
In the first place, Spanish customs 
are so thoroughly ingrafted that it w ill, 
in all probability, take years to remove 
them aud substitute those in vogue in 
the United States. 
In the happy go 
lucky life of the tropics customs change 
slowly, when they change at all, aud 
for this reason the change incident to 
the transfer of the island from one pow­ 
er to another w ill necessarily have to 
be accomplished gently and w ith due 
regard for conditions that are the out­ 
grow th of the usages !l$ four centuries. 
One of the most peculiar of local m er­ 
cantile customs is the credit system in 
use. 
In the first place, the am ount of 
money on the island is so lim ited that 
m erchants are driven to getting goods 
on long tim e. They are content to m ake 
but little profit on w hat they sell, but 
to even m atters up they insist on credits 
extending anywhere from 18 m ouths to 
three years. 
Of coarse only m erchants 
w ith first class financial standing can 
obtain the louger tim e, but those who 
practically live from hand to m outh re 
ceive 18 m onths’ tim e in which to meet 
their obligations. One of the prevailing 
principles among the m erchants is th at 
the longer tim e he has the more he will 
buy. 
He doesn’t care if prices are ad­ 
vanced on him on account of the long 
credit, but he m ust have the credit, 
aud he alw ays gets it. When the island 
shall have passed nuder the American 
rule and Am ericans are favored by the 
tariffs instead of being discrim inated 
against, the first problem to bo m et by 
American finns doing business in Poi to 
Rico w ill be this credit scheme. 
Ob­ 
viously w’ith American tariff laws ex­ 
tended over Porto Rico the local trades­ 
men w ill be forced to buy American 
goods or im port from abroad aud sell at 
higher prices, 
a contingency which 
bodes ill for the im porter, for the ma 


trom 
the 
introduction et 
American 
methods in trading. 
W ith them out of 
the wav aud the competition dim inish­ 
ed, it is possible that the large shop­ 
keepers would w illingly adopt the ways 
nf the Americans. 
But any one who 
.ooks for such an eventuality at once 
ivill doubtless lose money w hile w aiting 
.'or it to happen.

He was able, he said, to 
sell cotton goods of better texture and 
ut lower prices than the local establish­ 
m ents had ever been able to purchase 
them. 
The m erchants w ith whom he 
had talked agreed w ith him in Jh at re­ 
spect, aud w ith few exceptions were 
w illing to patronise him , but he m ust 
give them long credit— something he 
was not authorized to do. 
On his an ­ 
swer depended large sales, but the con­ 
ditions were such as to prevent him 
from consum m ating the deal, which 
eventually fell through, 
Then it was 
recalled to him that sim ilar conditions 
prevail in Mexico, aud that English aud 
German firms, by granting long credits, 
were getting away w ith the bulk ct the 
trade th at naturally should have gone 
lo the States. Ho replied: “ I know, but 
Mexico is a foreign country. 
We can’t 
change their customs. We shall have to 
change those of the Porto Ricans. 
It 
w ill sim ply result this way— the men 
who decline our term s w ill have to get 
out of business. 
These long credits and the reckless 
m anner in which they have been ex­ 
tended have given rise to an enormous 
num ber of stores of all classes. 
Every 
little town has enough stores to accom­ 
modate a population five times as great 
as its own. 
As a rule these establish­ 
m ents are w retchedly small and carry 
a large diversity of wares, yet w ith 
stocks that are m ainly noticeable for 
their meagerness. 
Except in b*an Juan, 
it is the rule for stoiekeepors to sell 
nearly anything— I rom joweliy to salt 
pork, and from silk luces to wheeibar- 
, rows. 
Indeed the Porto Rican stores, 
w ith the exception noted, are m inia­ 
tures of the big departm ent stores of 
i New York. 
In tho eupitnl there Hie 
stores where specialties are made of dry 
goods, of groceries, shoes and other com 
modifies, and these, taken w ith the 
Haulier and more conglomerate shops, 
could easily fill tho wants of halt tho
